Home Lighting 
Yery Important 
To Appearance 


The lady who wants to 
see herself as others see 
her will come closer to 
this goal with a well light- 
ed bathroom or dressing 
table mirror, 

Lighting the home bath- 
room mirror is a very im- 
portant project, says Mrs, 
Genta Speakman, Exten- 
sion specialist in housing 
and equipment, 

A well lighted morror 
should provide face and 
head lighting without de- 
ceptive shadows or annoy- 
ing glare. This requires 
lighting from three direc- 
tions--above and from both 
sides. Reflected light from 
white or neutral sources 
below the mirror can also 
be used, 

Properly lighting the 
mirror will satisfactorily 
illuminate the average ba- 
throom or powder room, 
adds the specialist. 

For small mirrors, Mrs, 
Speakman suggests using a 
set of three fixtures, all 
wired to one switch, A 
ceiling fixture should be 
centered over the front ed- 
ge of the basin to supply 
good light on top of the 
head, Wall bracket lights 
can be hung at each side 
of the mirror about 30 in- 
ches apart and centered 
opposite the face about 60 
inches above the floor, 

In the case of very large 
mirrors, side lights cannot 
be hung effectively. For 
this situation, Mrs, Speak- 
man recommends using a 
double row of delux warm- 
white, 30-watt tuves in a 
recessed soffit over the 
basin, A fluorescent fix- 
ture Over the mirror can 
also be effective, 

Mirrors with light fix- 


f tures built into them are 


commercially available, 
With fluorescent light- 
ing, Mrs. Speakman sug- 
gests using delux warm- 
white tubes, Their warm 
light is somewhat like the 
incandescent light nor- 
mally used in the home,

New faces in the Ninety- 
Second Congress will not 
mean an end to old busi- 
ness, Plenty of legisla- 
tion, good and bad, which

One important casualty 
of the last Congress was 
the Trade Act of 1970, De- 
spite the fact that cheap 
foreign textile imports, 
chiefly from Japan, are

Without question, the 
trade bill will be back for
